PARIS, Oct. 24.— The French gov- 
ernment will refuse the American 
state department's request for co- 
operation in preventing the smuggling 
of liquor into the United States from 
the St. Pierre et Miquelon islands, 
French possessions off the southern 
coast of Newfoundland. The request 
was presented unofficially by Ambassa- 
dor Herrick. 

Quai d’Orsay will not decline point 
blank. Through the ministry of the 
colonies, Tun TRIBUNE learns that the 
French government does not dare to 
take the action desired by the United 
States, as the political representatives 
of the islands are strongly represented 
in France and they are ready to make 
a vital issue of the matter. 

Not only the islanders, but French 
booze manufacturers here are deeply 
interested in keeping the bootlegging 
going and they do not intend to aban-

Stillman Is Denounced 


in Decision. 
White Plains, N. Y., Oct. 24.—James 


| A. Stillman, former head of the Na- 


tional City bank, is given a remark- 
able excoriation in a report handed 
down by Justice Morschauser of the 
state Supreme court today. 


The justice awarded $25,000 fees to 
John E. Mack for his services as gur 
dian of Baby Guy Stillman and for 
the fight which Mack made to defend 
the name of the child from the charge 
of illegitimacy made by his father. 

The court upheld the decision of the 
referee who refused the divorce which 
was asked by the former banker; de- 
clared that Stillman had failed to 
prove his charges of adultery against 
his wife, and said that the decision 
of the referee that Stillman had been 
guilty of adultery with Florence 
Leeds, former chorus girl, had been 
proved by the evidence. 


Banker Spent Much for Evidence. 

The justice declared that Stillman 
had come into the court “with un- 
clean hands,” and denounced the sin- 
ister effort to soil the name of the 
child. „ Stinman also was declared 


to have spent large sums in the pur- 
chase of evidence, this referring to the 
$15,000 which it was admitted was used 
to get possession of the letters which 
were written by Mrs. Stillman to Fred 
K. Beauvais, the Indian guide who 
was named by the banker as co-re-.

“Through the channels of Great Bri- | 
tain alone you have received some- 
thing like $200,000,000 in gold, in ad- 
dition to the $50,000,000 Great Britain 
paid in interest recently. From what 
I can observe that gold has not been 
put into the federal reserve banks, 
but has been going into the treasury, 
probably to prevent an inflation of 
your gold reserve and supply. This 
tends to stifle world trade. — 
“Were this money at work you 
would have easy money in this coun- 
try. You would have better trade con- 
ditions and lower prices that would 
create a condition that would enable 
British goods to flow over the tariff 
barrier. The entire world is suffering 
from lack of buying power, together 
with the lack of credit. If nations like 
America refuse to buy, they only add 
to the misfortune caused by the war.

LATIN AMERICA | 
MAY BE FIRST TO 
REDUCE ARMIES: 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Spe-| 
¢ial.j—The action of the United States 
government in calling a general peace | 
conference of the five Central Ameri- 
can nations, for discussion among 
other things of the vital question of 
limitation of armament, continued to 
be the subject of interested comment | 
in Washington today. In addition to | 
speculation in diplomatic and official | 
quarters the White House today auth- 
origed the views of Presicent Harding 
on the conference, which has been 
called to meet in this capital on Dec. 4. 

President Harding was described at | 
the White House as holding to the 
belief that the invitation to the new 
Washington conference was a further 
extension of the popular drive though- 
out the world against armaments. 

The point was made that inasmuch | 
as these nations have no naval estab- | 
lishments to speak of, the discussion 
of the question of limitation of arma- 
ment in the purley here would conse- 
quently be devoted to ways and means 
of limiting land armaments.
